*Shri A. Guroa Reddy : Yesterday, I have spoken, Sir. In 
Clause 60, there is a provision for appointment and guidance 
of visitors of prisons. But in this whole Bill there is no clause 
empowering the Government to appoint such visitors. So, 
I think some provision must be made somewhere in the 
Bill for that purpose. That provision has not been made. I 
think, in the rule-making clause they may be providing for 
this. It is in respect of that, that I have given notice of my 
amendment. 


Mr. Speaker : Shall I put the amendment to the amend- 
ment of Shri A. Gurva Reddy to vote ? 

Shri A. Guroa Reddy : The question will arise only if the 
Mover of the amendment does not accept my amendment. 

Shri K. Ananth Rama Rao : I accept the amendment to 
the amendment of Shri A. Gurva Reddy.

This is a minor 
amendment through which I seek to substitute the words 
‘regional language’ for the Word ‘vernacular’. I am fully aware 
of the fact that practically every administratis e branch has adop- 
ted the wage of regidnal language at district levels, and here I 
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believe the draftsmen while -drafting the Bill must have meant 
‘regional language’ by using the word ‘vernacular’. What I 
say is, the use of the word ‘vernacular’ is most improper. In 
Latin, the word ‘verna’ means a home-bom slave and ‘verna- 
cular’ means the language of the slave. So many of us through 
ignorance and also unknowingly have retained the use of this 
nomenclature, but this is improper as we are enacting this 
Bin in our fifth year of the Republic. This sentiment has 
been expressed even by Pandit Jawaharlal Nehm in his auto- 
biagraphy. 

I request the hon. Minister to accept my amendment with- 
out any hesitation. Thank you.

jK". Venkiah : The lines 7 and 8 carry more or less 
the same meaning. The use of insulting or threatening 

language, immoral or disorderly behaviour is sought to 

be made an offence. Of course, I am aware that this concerns 
the Criminals in jails. Thefe prisoners are generally poor. 
We do not expect big landlords or Zamindars, who talk in an 
unmannerly and indecent manner, to go to jail authoj ties. 
Even outside the jail, we find many people who are ol the 
same type, addressing the big lords as ‘Dora’ (S^t^SrHs^ )

Shri K. Venkiah : It is not so. I could have spoken 
in Telugu, but because the hon. Minister does not know that 
language, I am forced to speak in English though I do not 
know it properly. Somehow or other to accommodate the 
Minister I am speaking in English. 

I was sayirig that the poor people in the jail know how to 
address the jail authorities. But unfortunately the prisoners 
are m^e to work like slaves and they are always afraid of 
the jail authorities. I know there are certain jail superinten- 
dents who like formalities. One Superintendent wants the 
prisoner to sit down when he goes over the rounds, because he 
is afraid that if the prisoner stands, he may do some harm to 
the officer. Some other Superintendents like the prisoners 
to stand always, because he thinks it is below his dignity that 
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a prisoner sits when he himself stands. There are different 
varieties of officers in the Jails. Therefore, this clause will nbt 
in any way be useful to the prisoners, but on the other hand 
it will give more scope to the jail authorities to tease and 
harras the prisoners. I have some experience of how this 
. ‘disorderly behaviour’ is interpreted by the officers. As a 
detenue I was not allowed to stand freely in the presence of 
an ordinary Jamedar in the jail. On one occasion I had to 
ask the Jamedar something. I was standing at ease, but 
.the Jamedar got wild and he demanded me to stand erect 
and behave like an obedient servant in his presence. When 
an ordinary Jamedar’ s behaviour is like this and that too 
before a poltical detenue, what should we expect from an 
officer towards an ordinary criminal ? This clause in some 
way or other gives lot of scope to the jail officers to tease 
the criminals, just to punish the prisoners whenever they 
please. I would therefore, request the hon. Minister to accept 
to the deletion of these two lines from this clause and accept 
my amendment.

»Sfert J2. B. Deshpande : Mr. Speaker, Sir. My amend- 
ment is about the removal of two words “officer or” in sub- 
clause 14 of clause 44. As a prisoner in Aurangabad 
Central JaU I have had a lot of experience about the troubles 
and dangers that arise from the quarrels between one prisoner 
and another prisoner on the one hand, ^nd between a prisoner 
and the jail officer on the other hand. While giving this 
amendment I have got clearly two situations in my minii. 
One situation is that a prisoner sometimes happens to bring 
wilfully a false accusation against another prisoner in the pri- 
son house ; the second situation is that one prisoner happens 
to bring wilfully a false accusation against a jail officer. 
When we take into consideration the first situation namely, 
a quarrel between one prisoner and another, the matter, 
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of course, is very simple because when there is a quarrel between 
two prisoners and both are prisoners it is very easy to bring 
in evidence and the matter can be adjudged very easily. But 
when a prisoner brings wilfully a false accusation against any 
jail officer it is very difficult to get evidence in that case. For 
instance, I shall quote one very peculiar incident that hap- 
pened in the jail before my very eyes. The jail officer has 
got all the control in his hands with regard to the distribu- 
tion of TTfiilk and other articles. There was once a sweeper 
prisoner in the Aurangabad Central Jail who used to get a parti- 
cular quantity of milk from the Jail Medical Officer and one 
day he brought a wilfully false accusation against the Medical 
Officer. The matter was taken into consideration ; but how 
to prove the false accusation against the jail officer ? A 
conference was called for and the result was tor want of ade- 
quate evidence against the jail officer, the matter had to be 
dropped altogether. Therefore, from that time onwards we 
came to understand in the jail that that sweeper prisoner 
had great grudge against the Medical Officer for a long time. 
One day it happened — it is a very unfortunate incidence 
of course — ^that the sweeper prisoner took ft bucket full of 
human excreta and hid himself in one corner and was just 
waiting for the jail medical officer. As soon as he came there, 
the sweeper prisoner got out of the hiding place and poured 
the human excreta upon the jail officer. Of course, in this 
particular instance it was very easy to judge the oflTence, and 
he was punished for that offence, — he had to be put in for 
several days in the ceU. So, in order to avoid all these diffi- 
culties and dangers in the jail life my amendment is that the 
two words, namely, “officer or” should be omitted. There- 
fore, if these two words are removed, the line will read thus : 

“wilfully bringing a false accusation against any pri- 
soner” 

But if these words are retained there will be so much difficulty 
in getting evidence. . Thus, there will be no complaint against 
any jail officer, and I request the hon. Member-in-charge of 
the bill to accept in deleting th^e two words- 

Shri L. K’ Shroff : Though I have not moved my amend- 
ment, I would like to imeak a few words on the amendment 
moved by Shri R. B. DesLpande. It is not as if that false 
coi^lmnts are made by prisoners against a jail officer and 
it is difficult to prove those false complaints, but quite liie 
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opposite often happens. The prisoner makes a bona-fide 
complaint against the jail officer but it is difficult for biiri to 
prove that complaint, because the jail officer, as you all know, 
is all powerful in his own way. Even a genuine complaint 
made by a prisoner against a jail officer can not be proved for 
the simple reason that other prisoners or other jail officers 
who may be present will not dare to come forward to give 
evidence for the fear that some punishment might fall 
upon them afterwards. Therefore, it is quite necessary that 
these two words “officer or” be removed from that sub- 
clause. I have no more to add.

Regarding the first two amendments, I need only submit 
that the periods of pimishment are a bit longer I have proposed 
that their duration should be reduced. A separate confinement 
lasting three months is too much and therefore to minimise, 
the rigour of the punishment, I have suggested that it -should ; 
be only two months. Similarly Cellular Confinement for a . 
continuous period of fourteen days is too much and my sugge- 
stion is that it should be only ten days. 

About the third amendment which is about whipping t 
in. the prisons, I have strong objections for - incorporating 
this sort of punishment in the Prisons Act. AH the nffenc^^ 
which are committed within the four- walls of the prispn-are- 
simply triable by the Superintendent of the. Jail. We should- 
not bring in the idea of trial that takes place .in Judicial Courts.; 
These are punishments given and executed by the jail authp-. 
rities who are simply administrative officers. The conception 
of Judicial Enquiiy can not be asi^ciated with these enquiries 
and their punishments. 

Moreover, whipping in the jail is a barbarous and medieval - 
conception of, punishment. It should be completely given 
upjn this twentieth century. In. the Penal Code,, a contro- 
versy is going on whether whipping should be altogether given. , 
up, from ,aU punishments. Here, in the prisons I ‘propose-, 
thsct there should b no place for whipping. In the first inst^ce-. 
the punishment which is given,by the.Supe^tend«it,*of.eoun5e^. 
with the confirmation of the Gpy.emment, is. simply . on.- the 
advice of the administrative olpficers. There is no "judicials 
officer as ^such. Simply the haughtii^ss or the unjieiding^; 
nature of the prisoner nday induce the omcei^s to resort to tkes^;' 
punishments, but that does not l»ean that_a pqmplejfce,(^^ ^on . 

investigation has been made and. the authorities arg wjtniftr 
their bounds to resort to this sentence’or punishment., That, - 
is-hot so. i, therefore, thinli^ that whipping should be excluded-, 
froin the punishments under this Agt. J 

Moreover modem trends^ in, criminolpgy ako suggesit?,; 
that nU,\attempts should 'bej, madA to Jmalm the . 
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as reformative as possible. There may be a school of thought 
whieh may support that punishment or a sentence should be 
deterrent, but that is being discarded and the theory of refor- 
mative punishment is being more and more accepted. Apart 
from that it is very risky to give the administrative officers 
powers of whipping. In th3 prisons all attempts should be 
made to make the prisoner forget the criminal attitude or 
mentality, which he used to possess outside the prison and 
every effort should be made to see that the atmosphere in the 
prison is conducive for his reformation. Therefore, the 
approach of the jail authorities and the Government 
should be such as to give all possible help to the prisoners 
so that they may be reformed. Whipping is a deterrent 
punishment and as such we should not resort to it in the prison. 
Therefore, my submission is that when we are living in an age, 
which is taking education to prisoners, giving them more 
amenities and allowing them to live in a free atmosphere, it is 
I think, very difficult for this House to accept this provision of 
whipping the prisoners in the jails. I would therefore submit 
that the Member-in-charge of this bill would accept this amend- 
ment so that we may prove that we are progressing with the 
trends of the age. 

Shri L. K. Shroff: There are four or five amendments 
standing in my name, but since there are other members to 
speak on some of them, I would like to confine myself to one 
of the amendments which is standing exclusively on my i).ame. 
The amendment is : 

After line 26 add : “Provided that while executing the 
punishment of separate confinement no prisoner shall be kept 
in separate confinement continuously for more than a week 
at one time and the interval between one period of confine- 
ment and the next will be atleast a week.” 

The purpose in moving this amendment is to lessen the 
rigours of prmishment that are being meted out to the prisoners 
in the jails. ^ It has been accepted on all hands that some 
of - the punishments that are included, here are rather 
obnoxious and therefore it should be our desire to minimise 
the rigours of these punishments. Separate confinement, 
Cellular Confinement and whipping are three of suth punish- 
ments. When a prisoner is awarded separate confinement 
continuously for, a period of not exceeding three months, 
there is an am^jjdment to lessen it to two months. -It is possible 
that it may have an adverse effect on' the physical and mental 
health of the prisoner. Many members who spoke on this bill 
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at the time of first reading referred to this point elaborately 
and it is not necessary for me to repeat them again. They 
have said that it would have a very bad psychological effect 
and therefore it is necessary that separate confinement should 
be avoided. In order that the amendment that I moved 
may be acceptable to the hon. Member in-charge of this Bill, 
I have tried to make the amendment look simpler by saying 
that if separate punishment is awarded, let it be made less 
rigorous when it is being executed. My idea is to make a 
prisoner not feel the rigours of the punishment very much. 
So I have said that if separate punishment is awarded, while 
executing it, the jail officer should see to it that the prisoner 
is kept in separate confinement for about a week and then he 
is allowed to live the normal life of the prison- for atleast 
another week and again be committed to separate confinement 
and so on in order that he may not feel the separation from 
other prisoners very much, which he should certainly feel, 
if he were to be kept away from them for the whole period of 
confinement. That is the purpose in bringing this amend- 
ment. I think the hon. Minister might not find it very 
difficult to accept this amendment. It only tries to h uma nise 
or lessen the rigours of the punishment. Of course, it is said 
here that separate confinement would be such that it would 
seclude the prisoner from communication with the other 
prisoners but he would not be prevented from seeing other 
prisoners. This makes it more unpalatable and disagreeable. 
Again it is said that a prisoner tmder separate confinement 
may be allowed to have his meals with one or two of his fellow- 
prisoners, but he should not have any communication with 
them. This adds to the unpleasentness. I would, therefore, 
suggest that this separate confinement should not extend to 
more than a week at a time in its execution. What I mean is : 
a superintendent may award separate confinement even for 
two months if he thinks it so necessary, but while executing 
it, the jail officer will see to it that at one time, the prisoner 
is not kept separately for more than a week at a time. 

As regards the other amendments standing in my name, 
I think there are other members who are going to speak on 
tfeem and I do not wish to add anything more.

Rule 203 ; After each such order referred to in Rule 202 
is laid before the Assembly the Committee shall, in particular, 
consider — 

(1) whether it is in accord with the general objects of 
the Act pursuant to which it is made ; 

(u) whether it contains matter which is in the opinion of 
the Committee should more properly be dealt with in an Act 
of the Assembly ; 

(in) whether it contains imposition of taxation ; 

(«©) whether it directly or indirectly bars the jxirisdiction 
of a court ; 

(v) whether it gives retrospective effect to any of the 
provisions in respect of which the Act does not expressly give 

. any such power. 

Rule 204 : (1) If the Committee is of opinion that any 
order should be aimulled wholly or in part, or should be 
amended in any respect, it shall report that opinion and the 
grounds thereof to Assembly within one ihonth of the commen- 
cement of a session of Assembly after the promulgation of 
such orders or within such earlier or later period which a 
statute of Assembly may have fixed for any specified case. 

(2) If the Committee is of opinion that any other matter 
relating to any orders should be brought to the ^otibe df ^ 
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Assembly, it may report that opinion and matter to Assembly, 

Rule 205 ; The report of the Committee shall be present- 
ed to Assembly in writing signed by the Chairman or, in 
his absence, by any Member of the Committee.

* Shri V. D. Deshpande : Mx. Speaker, Sir,- 1 want a Ruling 
on this point. This point was raised by hon. Shri. Gropalrao 
Ekbote when he was not a Minister and he argued that under 
the Rules, subordinate Legislation Committee can take up 
the Rules for scrutiny. I again wish to point out that when a 
Bill was passed the Subordinate Legislation Committee has 
an inherent right to scrutinise all the rules imder the Act 
whether it is specifically laid down in every Act that the Rules 
shall be scrutinized by the said Committee or laid before the 
Assembly. The Subordinate Legislation Committee has always 
the power to take up these rules for scrutiny. I want a ruling 
from the hon. Speaker to the effect that the rules shall be taken 
over for scrutiny and report presented to the House. I requested 
for a ruling at that time, but no ruling was given. . I again 
request the Speaker for a ruling because, I personally feel 
T;hatnosuch power is given by the rules to the Subordinate 
Legislation Committee. 

. The Minister for Local Govt. & Education {Shri Gopal Baa 
JSkbote) : As some statement is . attributed to me, I think 
I should clarify thd position. 
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I Kave never stated that the function of the Subordinate 
Leffislatiott Committee is to scrutinise delegated legislation. 
It has never been the function of the Subordinate Legislation 
Committee. 

*Shri V. D. Deshpande : May I remind the hon. Minister 
that when the question of allotting 3 lakhs of rupees fund to 
the hon. Minister for Agriculture was before the House, I had 
given an amendment that the rules relating thereto should be 
laid before the Assembly ? The hon. Member had argued then 
that my amendment was absolutely unnecessary, as, accord- 
ing to him, the Subordinate Legislation Committee has every 
right to go into the rules. I do not have the proceedings 
relating thereto before me now, but the whole thing is there 
duly recorded. That position has of course later on changed 
and I accept that. I assert it should be specifically stated 
that the rules should be laid before the House. 

Shn Gdpal Boo Mkhote : I am sorry, I may remind the hon. 
Lea^r of the Opposition that that was not the statement 
that I had niade on the floor of the House on that occasion. 
■\^at I said Was that the function of the Subordinate Legis- 
lation Committee was to point out the function of the various 
delegated powers usually embodied in the Acts. I had already 
expressed my views before the Subordinate Legislation Com- 
mittee ; I had prepared an elaborate material concerning 
this matter and supplied each member of the Committee with 
a copy th««of. The question is still pending before the ' 
Subordinate Legislation Conamittee. It will therefore be 
too premature on the part of any hon. Member to come to 
any conclusion. The practice in vogue in the House of Com- 
mons is entirely different. I had . already stated before 
the Subordinate Legislation Committee and I also had already 
elaborately stated in the House that the practice in vogue 
in the House of Commons is that they have an Act there. 
If *ey pass an Act under that Act, the delegated legislation 
is either kept on the Table of the House for forty days and then 
a motion is moved that the delegated legislaticm should be 
discussed or should not be discussed. There are two different 
processes to scrutinise the Bills-not by the Subordinate* 
Legislation Committee but by the House itself, on the motion 
of a particular Member. That ib the procedure prevalent in 
the Hou^ of 'Commons and it is only to that procedure that 
I had pointed out. I even now stress the necessity of having . 
that kind of legislation here abo, and I still, adhere to that 
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view. As I said, the matter is pending before the Subordinate 
Legiisation Committee and I earnestly request those hon. 
Members who are on that Committee to carry on that work 
exp^itiously and see that the delegated legislation which is 
practically in vogue in every other State is made applicable 
here also. I do not think there is anything undemocratic 
in it. If we adopt that the particular Act should lay down the 
procedure, as is in vogue in the House of Commons. My only 
request is that the members of the Subordinate Legislation 
C^mittee should expedite the work and make useful sug- 
gestions to the House, so that tl e House can scrutinise the 
delegated legislation as and when it thinks fit.
